NUCLEAR BLAST 
DETECTED BY US. 


AEC Reports Small Ex. 
plosion, Places Test 
North of Arctié 
Circle. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 11 (AP) 
—The Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion last night reported another 
Soviet nuclear test-—this time 
a small one taking place yes- 
terday—and placed it north of 
the Arctic Circle. 

The commission issued a one- 
sentence report: 


“Another nuciear test has 
been conducted in the current 
Soviet series; The latest test 
was a small explosion on Oct. 
10 at a site north of the Arc- 
tic Circle.” 

Russia began the current se- 
ries Aug. 23 with what the AEC 
the next day termed “a deto- 
nation of substantial size.” It 
reported another one, of mod- 
erate size, Sept. 9. 

On Sept. 25 the AEC an- 
nounced detection of another 
Russian nuclear explosion, 
which presumably was a test of 
a hydrogen bomb. 

Last Monday the Russians 
themselves announced the suc- 
cessful testing of “a powerful 
hydrogen device of new de- 
sign.’ The AEC later said it 
was of. substantial size. 

The United States has just 
concluded a series of nuclear 
tests at the Nevada proving 
grounds. 

Last night's AEC report 
placed the Russian explosion as 
being north of the Arctic Circle 
differed slightly from previous 
references to “Siberian proving 
grounds.” However, much of

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Russian Expert Says Scientists omer ka 


Are Working on Flight to Moon| 


MOSCOW, Oct. 11 (AP)—A 
Russian expert said today 
Soviet scientists and others 
abroad are at work on plans 
for rocket ship flights to the 
moon. He predicted mon flights 
will begin within this century. 

Dr. V. Dobronravov said in 
an interview in the labor paper 
Trud these flights will be fol- 
lowed by trips to Mars and 
other planets in space ships 
weighing 1700 tons. 

Dobronravov said for a trip 
to the moon it was necessary 
to increase flight speeds only 
3 kilometers (1.86 miles) a sec- 
ond over that attained rock- 
ets that thrust the Soviet satel- 
lite into its orbit. He said the 
Soviet satellite reached a speed 
of 8 kilometers (4.96 miles) a 
second in arriving at its orbit. 

“With a speed of 11 kilo- 
meters (6.82 miles) a second a 
rocket ship could land on the 
moon in less than five days,” 
he said. He added that one-day 
trips are possible. The moon's 
distance from the earth ranges 
from 221,463 to 252,710 miles, 
with 238,857 miles the mean. 

Must Orbit to Land. 

(The Soviet expert did not 
say so, but the trip he envisions 
undoubtedly would include some 
time spent in orbiting to get 
into the right position for a 
landing on the moon and then 
the necessary slowing down to 
make a landing in safety.) 

Dobronravoy predicted in 
1954 that the first flights to 
the moon would come within 
30 years. He did not say today 
whether he had shortened that 
estimate. 

Dobronravov took the view of 
some Western rocket specialists 
that flights to Mars would be 
made in space ships assembled 
on flying platforms erected out- 
side the earth's gravitational 
field.

In addition to upholding dis- 
charge of the 13-member union 
strike committee, Downing 
found also that the company

Taft-Hartley: 

1. Granting two wage increas- 
es without bargaining with the 
union. 

2. Discharging 53 strikers in 
one department on July 1, 1954. 

3. Illegally refusing to bar- 
gain with the union about this 
discharge and the discharge of 
90 strikers on March 1, 1955, 
and other matters of employ- 
| ment. 

Downing said the company 
also had forced eight strikers to 
‘move from a company-owned 
hotel and had refused to renew 
the leases of two strikers on 
company-owned homes. 

Urges Wage Data for Union. 

He recommended that the 
‘company be required to reim- 
burse these employes for the 
losses they may have suffered as 


odie quarters. 

| In addition to recommending 
\reinstatement of the various 
\strikers when the strike ends, 
‘Downing recommended that the 
company be required 'to bargain 


\in good faith with the union 
and supply it with certain wage 
\information which it requested. 

The union said it would ap- 
peal the finding that some UAW 
members fired had no claim to 
reinstatement. 

But a UAW spokesman indi- 
‘cated the union generally ap- 
| proved the findings of the NLRB 
examiner. 

The company had no immedi- 


ate comment.

In the official text released 
after a tWo-day delay in Mos- 
cow by the Soviet Foreign Min- 
istry, Khrushchev’s statement 
about his “lack of hope for 
Nasser” was eliminated. 

Remark on Turkey. 

Also in the original transla- 
tion, Khrushchev said that the 
Soviet Union had sent a note to 
Turkey complaining about the 
mobilization’ of Turkish troops 
on the Syrian border, and that 
Turkish Premier Adnan Men- 
deres’ reply was neither “seri- 


ous” nor “truthful.” This too, 
like the previous statement 
zbout Nasser, was not in the 
Foreign Ministry's “official | 
text.” 

During the interview in 


Khrushchev’'s office in Moscow, 
William J. Jorden, the New 
York Times. Moscow corre- 
spondent, and this reporter 
took detailed notes of Khrush- 
chev’s remarks. It was possible 
to do this because Khrushchev 
would speak first and then the 
Foreign Ministry interpreter, 
Sukhodrev, would interpret 
slowly. After the interview was 
ovér, the two Times corre- 
spondents made a meticulous | 
account of what the interpreter 
said. 
Other Discrepancies.

My father recently received a let- 
ter from Blue Cross notifying him 
that the benefits of his type of 
membership, Group 101 Class, have 
been reduced. Since elderly people 
make up most of the membership 
of Group 101,. this solution to the 
rising cost of hospitalization of the 
Group 101 Class is most unhappy. 
I do not think that Blue Cross has 
given this problem enough thought. 
Either that or there is a lack of 
imagination in its executive office. 

There are better ways to handle 
this problem. One would be to 
wcharge all members higher dues and 
spread the costs of hospitalization 
evenly regardless of how group-types 
vary in the expense their group 
brings to the organization as a whole. 

This plan is not unfair to younger 
members since the younger members 
would realize that in their own old 
age they would not suffer any loss 
of benefits. 

Or as a slight variant on this plan, 
“one’s dues when he left a regular 
——~ to ome an individual mem- 
. could vary according to the num- 

. ber of years he had been a regular 
group member; or as in the case 
of the younger person who isn’t 
eligible to join a group but must 
take out the 101 type of membership, 
dues could vary according to one’s 
age at joining. 

Another possibility would have 
been simply to raise 101 Group mem- 
bership dues to meet the costs of 
this group to Blue Cross. The least 
Blue Cross could have done was to 
have consulted the individual mem- 
bers as to their wishes in the matter 
instead of arbitrarily reducing the 
very benefits they need so badly

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Quiet Storm Center 


That grand old Yankee from Olympus, the 
late Justice Oliver Wendell Holmes Jr., once 
said that while it was quiet in the United States 
Supreme Court the quiet was the quiet of the 
center of a storm. } 

The nine men who currently must ride out 
that storm have convened for their 1957-58 term, 
and Missourians will note that it begins the first 
full term of Justice Charles Evans Whittaker of 
Kansas City, the only Missourian to sit on the 
nation’s highest tribunal in its 167 years. Jus- 
tice Whittaker participated for a short time last 
spring but he took part in only a few decisions 
of that historic term. 

The prospect is that the Supreme Court will 
be just about as busy with important cases in 
the months ahead as in the last term. Several 
issues whose judicial review is sought by liti- 
gants relate to the desegregation problem, sub- 
ject of the moméntous ruling in the Supreme 
Court's 1954 public school cases. Here are ques- 
tions raised in several of the appeals: 


Can the University of Florida constitutionally 
deny a Negro student admission to its School of 
Law? Can Norfolk, Va., set up a pupil-assign- 
ment plan which has the effect of separating the 
races without flying in the face of the decision 
now being applied in Little Rock? Can the 
racist agitator, John Kasper, legally set aside 
on the grounds of free speech violation a con- 
tempt conviction after his obstruction of school 
integration at Clinton, Tenn.?

The question of the constitutionality of the 
Attorney General's list of so-called subversive 
organizations also has been appealed to our su- 
preme bench. There is now a possibility that 
this long-standing issue will be handled in a de- 
cision comparable to the decisions in the Wat- 
kins, Jencks and California Communist cases of 
the last term. 

Chief Justice Warren's ringing denunciation 
of the patent excesses of the House Un-Ameri- 
can Activities Committee in the Watkins decti- 
sion holds out the promise of a similar analysis 
of the practice of the Attorney General’s office 
of listing organizations as subversive and doing 
little or nothing to justify its arbitrary action. 


This list now contains hundreds of organiza- 
tions. Some groups with obviously patriotic and 
loyal members have gone so far as to obtain an 
injunction to halt proscription. More than four 
years ago Attornéy General Brownell did the 
highly improper thing of going before the Amer- 
ican Bar Association to announce that he intend- 
ed to list the competitive National Lawyers 
Guild as subversive. Only a federal court in- 
junction blocked the head of the Department of 
Justice from following a course which many 
constitutional authorities regard as flagrantly 
in violation of due process of law. 

. . . 

Many other challenging cases have either 
been accepted for a hearing or have been ap- 
pealed. The movie censorship regulations in 
Chicago provide one such test. Another is the 
case of convicted atomic spy Morton Sobell, now 
at Alcatraz, who contends that he was kidnapped 
in Mexico by FBI agents in violation of the 
extradition treaty. Another is the requirement 
in the 1950 Internal Security Act which provides 
for the deportation of aliens who have been 
members of the Communist party. Still another 
is the question of possible denial of religious 
freedom to churches in California which have 
been denied tax exemption for refusing to attest 
to a loyalty statement demanded by state law. 


These appeals are enough to show that the 
Supreme Court again will be making news as 
it interprets and applies the law. As it does so, 
the Supreme Court is worthy of respect and 
honor. It is not sacrosanct, but it is entitled, 
as the new president of the American Bar Asso- 
ciation, Charles S. Rhyne, has said, to “reasoned 
criticism” whereas much of the opposition has 
taken the form of irresponsible attack and vili- 
fication. 

Inevitably the Supreme Court deals in.gov- 
ernmental and economic power and this was the 
theme of an excellent address a few days ago 
in Houston by Jacob M. Lashly of St. Louis, a 
past president of the American Bar. As a gov- 
ernor on the engine the Supreme Court pro- 
vides a kind of control that is indispensable. 
May it—and four of the nine jurists now are 
appointees of President Eisenhower—continue 
its sound work of the last term. 
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Shakespeare Is Still Ahead ’ 


The satirical Samuel Butler wrote a sarcastic 
poem back in the seventeenth century about Sir 
Paul Neal, a conceited virtuoso of the day, who 
reported that he had discovered “an elephant 
in the moon.” Members of the Royal Society, 
so the story goes, believed they were viewing a 
monster on the moon until someone unscrewed 
Neal’s telescope and took out a dead mouse. 

But the man-made moon now circling the 
globe is a real “sputnik” and not a mouse in a 
telescope nor a false echo on the radar. And if 
the United States ever gets its artificial moons 
circulated, these lines from Shakespeare’s King 
John, spoken by Hubert could be quite timely: 


My lord, they say five moons were seen « 
tonight; four fixed; and the fifth did whirl 
about the other four in wond’rous motion, 
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Country, 4; Yankees, 3 

There must have been some Yankee fans some- 
where, for occasionally one could be heard as 
background noise to the broadcasters. But now 
that Milwaukee’s honor has been vindicated, it 
seems to us that this world series was pretty 
much a case of the Yankees against the field, 
and vice versa. 

You take a man from New England. More 
than likely he would be a Yankee hater of ex- 
ceptional power, because of a long emotional 
attachment to the Red Sox. National League 
partisans living in and around Manhattan Island 
are practiced hands at loathing the Yankees, as 
are the followers of Washington’s Senators. The 
Middle West is a natural haven of the same 
noble sentiment. Of the South we say nothing 
at this time. But everywhere, from the Green 
Mountains to the Rockies, from the banks of the 
Columbia to the swamps of Florida, there has 
developed in recent years a persistent wish to 
see the arrogant, competent and urbane Yankees 
humbled. We shall let the psychologists worry 
about motivation. We only identify the fact. 

Well, it took seven games for the Braves to do 
it, but in retrospect one can see that the 
Yankees were playing over their heads. They

_ Impasse in Little Rock 

The latest exchange between President Eisen- 
hower and Gov. Faubus appears to leave things 
pretty much where they were. The President 
at his news conference said he hoped troops 
could soon be removed from Little Rock—a 
hope which millions will share. 

The Governor, with that conceited exaggera- 
tion of his own importance which has become 
one of his most marked traits, promptly called 
a press conference to “reply.” The only solu- 
tion for the impasse that he could see is the 
withdrawal of the nine Negroes from Little Rock 
High School. 

That, of course, would be no solution at all, 
but a triumph the mobs of lawless who for 
weeks have trying by force to prevent the 
orderly execution of the orders of a United 
States district court. That the mobs of lawless 
have had the stupid and irresponsible help of 
the governor of Arkansas does not in any way 
change the basic fact of their lawlessness. 

Now, as always, there remains only one solu- 
tion that is compatible with lawful and consti- 
tutional behavior. This is to carry out peace- 
fully the orders of the federal court—in other 
words, to permit the Little Rock Board of Edu- 
cation to proceed with its very gradual plan of 
racial desegregation. 

It is still the Governor’s duty to aid and not 
obstruct this procedure. It is still the duty of 
the people of Little Rock to convince the Gov- 
ernor that this is his duty. 
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Chrysler Comes to St. Louis 

The announcement of the Chrysler Corpora- 
tion that it plans to build a $50,000,000 assembly 
plant for Plymouth automobiles in southwest St. 
Louis county is stimulating news. It'reaffirms 
what major industries already know: that the St. 
Louis area possesses an almost ideal combination 
of manpower, materials, transportation facilities 
and markets. Felicitations are due to all who 
helped bring about the Chrysler decision, par- 
ticularly officials of the Metropolitan Chamber 
of Commerce and the Union Electric Company. 

The new plant, which will occupy a 200-acre 
tract and front on U.S. Highway 66 near Mis- 
souri Route 141, is expected to employ more 
than 3500 persons on an annual payroll of be- 
tween $15,000,000 and $20,000,000. It will be 
the third major automobile assembly plant in the 
St. Louis area, the other two being the Ford 
Motor Co.’s Mercury plant at Robertson and 
General Motors’ plant on Union boulevard. 

Although rezoning the site for industrial use 
and the making of test borings remain to be 
completed, neither should cause any difficulty. 
There could be no reasonable objection to re- 
zoning since the area is largely undeveloped and 
would be improved by the plant. And the struc- 
ture will not be such that the soil should offer 
any problem. 

The labor supply in this general area is cer- 
tainly diverse enough to provide all the neces- 
sary skills and aptitudes. The traffic facilities 
in the vicinity of the plant site are good for the 
employes who will drive to work. And as a nat: 
ural course of events it is to be expected that 
the new plant will increase trade and jobs in the 
area. 

The St. Louis metropolitan area has been con- 
cerned, and rightly so, with its industrial future. 
Warehousing has been moving out of the central 
city in response to technological changes, and 
some firms have been moving to smaller towns, 
such as the auto upholstery firm with a payroll 
of 350 which recently announced a move to 
Peoria. 

The Chrysler announcement is a welcome re- 
minder that the St. Louis area can compete for 
urban industries appropriate to an urban com- 
munity. What we need to do is to make sure 
that both the city and the county can attract 
new industry—that all the area’s resources are 
utilized. 
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More Than Numbers Are Needed 


The National Guard Association and the Re- 
serve Officers Association are both’ powerful 
lobbies and already Army Secretary Wilber M. 
Brucker has taken some heed of their protests 
over Defense Department economy cuts. He 
made a strong,statement when he told the NGA 
that as long as he was in office the National 
Guard would not drop below 400,000 men. 

There can be no arguing the point that the 
Reserves should be a strong bulwark behind the 
regulars of the three armed services. But man- 
power alone does not make a strong Reserve. 
It must be so trained and equipped that it can 
be counted upon to fill the breach if and when 
the first line of defense is broken. There has 
been evidence from time to time that both the 
National Guard and the Reserves have deficien- 
cies in their training and dead wood in their 
ranks despite some of the improvements that 
have been made. 

There is too much question today concerning 
the ability of these components to meet the test 
of any aggression that might strike suddenly, 
particularly if nuclear weapons were used. It 
would be more reassuring if Secretary Brucker 
and the other Armed Forces secretaries would 
concern themselves more with the training, the 
composition, the equipment and the readiness 
than with assurances in regard to mere numbers. 
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25,000 Public Trusts 


The nation’s 25,000 nursing homes are indeed 
“a. public trust” as Surgeon General L. E. Bur- 
ney describes them. Or at any rate they should 
be. Too often they represent not so much a 
trust which the public has imposed as a buck 
which the public has passed. That is why we 
are glad to see that nursing homes and care of 
the aged will be the exclusive subject matter of 
the United States Public Health Service’s na- 
tional conference in Atlantic City next February. 

If the public imposes a trust in nursing homes, 
the nursing homes must in turn be able to rely 
upon certain expectations of the public. They 
must expect the public to make it financially 
possible for old-age pensioners to pay for the

Asian-African nations are backing Russian proposal for bar on 
niclear bomb tests; West cannot give convincing argument 
against ban, editorial says; suggests United States should at 
least consider idea, perhaps limit ban to largest weapons.

At the end of the recent abortive 
round of disarmament talks the West 
was, figuratively speaking, ahead in the 
scoring. 

Britain, Canada, France and the 
United States had gone more than half- 
way to meet Moscow, having tied into 
their perhaps overcomplex program an 
acceptance of a two-year nuclear test 
ban as demanded by the Soviets. 


The West’s position made.a lot of 
sense because it would have gone a long 
way toward ridding the earth not only 
of the current danger of fall-out from 
weapons tests but of the much more 
frightening danger of a nuclear surprise 
attack. 


However, the disarmament subcon-.- 
mittee talks failed. And the matter has 
now been returned from the subcom- 
mittee room in London to the main 
stage,-the floor of the General Assem- 
bly in New York. 


There, not only the Soviet Union but 
two friends whom the West is seeking 
to hold, Japan and India, are asking 
an immediate, unconditional test ban. 


The difficulty of the West is that it 
cannot give a really convincing argu- 
ment against the test-ban proposals to 
these and other Asian nations who have 
no A-bombs but are getting their share 
of fall-out nonetheless. For while a 
test ban plus inspected disarmament is 
desirable for world peace, a test ban 
without disarmament is not demonsfta- 
bly undesirable. 


Since Washington will bear the brunt 
of Asian-African criticism if the test- 
ban idea is turned down in the U.N., it 
would, we believe, be wise for American 
officials at least to explore the possi- 
bility of modifying the Indian-Japanese 


proposals with a view toward agreeing 
to them. 

For instance, the Asian nations might 
be asked in private talks to accept an 
amendment permitting such testing as 
is neéded to develop nuclear weapons 
of smaller sizes—those which might be 
classified as conventional arms. The 
argument could be made that atomic 
bazookas would have virtually no fall- 
out and would be so selective in use as 
not to endanger large population cen- 
ters. 
If this type of testing were permitted 
under. a ban on larger weapon trials, 
the Western powers could eventually 
have smaller, more economic nuclear- 
equipped armies that would be able 
both to fight brush wars and stave off 
Russia’s superior conventional might. 

A second amendnient which might be 
acceptable to the Japanese and Indian 
delegates would be one providing for 
adequate policing of the test ban. In 
mid-June Nikita Khrushchev agreed for 
the first time to allow inspectors to 
enter Soviet territory and set up detec- 
tion posts for policing a ban. If this 
commitment can be revived a ban might 
be made safe enough to insure that Mos- 
cow would make no clandestine altera- 
tions in the balance of power. 


The process of further “cleaning” up 
the big bombs would of course be halted 
by a ban. This is regrettable, but only 
in degree, since the main purpose of 
having A- and H-bombs is to keep from 
having a war in which they are used. 
“Dirty” bombs are just as effective as 
“clean” bombs in the role of deterrents. 

Balancing off gainj and loss, a fairly 
strong case can be made for negotiating 
to try to make a test ban fool-proof 
rather than vetoing the whole idea. 


A British View 


of Comic Books

If children begin by reading comics 
will they go on to read books—and 
what books? A conference met in Lon- 
don to discuss this and allied ques- 
tions, at the instance of the National 
Book League, the Library Association, 
and other bodies: a duplicated report 
of the conference is now available. 


If no clear-cut conclusions were 
reached, there were plenty of good 
points made, and people who have to 
wrestle. with the comic in their own 
environment may find some stimulat- 
ing, and even encouraging, ideas in the 
report. The clearest encouragement, 
perhaps, came from Edward Blishen, 
who described the revolutionary con- 
sequences of introducing a library into 
a secondary school. " 

“When I first went to the school, 
o,: you could hardly see 

comics. Then came the 
library. Seventy-five per cent of the 
boys began sborrowing books at once. 


The number of comics in the school 
fell immediately. It has fallen ever 
since.” 


There are books and books; he found 
“books of information” much more pop- 
ular than works of literature; and why 
hot? There are also comics and comics. 
It was thought that the worst comics 
were not as bad as they used to be, 
but there were still better and worse; 
one teacher reckoned that, out of a 
thousand comics read in his school, 
“only seventy-two were of the better 
type, and they were all read by the 
more able boys.”

In Europe, Russia—as today—worked 
on differences between its opponents. 
It effectively practiced “co-existence” 
to cover revolutionary setback abroad 
and internal crises at home. Russia 
was able to gain trade pacts and diplo- 
matic recognition, it now seems, be- 
cause of its close observance of eco- 
nomic conditions, and the interdepend- 
ence of industrial nations. 

For the first decade of Communism, 
we probably now know more about what 
was happening than the participants 
did. If the material in these books 
were known and understood 10 years 
ago, we would have been much better 
prepared for the Russian switch to the 
cold war.

Visit te Worker’s Home. 


On the sttae farm I asked if 
I might go into one of the 
worker's homes and I was told 
that at the lunch hour it would 
be possible, So they took me to 
one of the newly built homes 
right across the street from 
some of the old ones. I tried 
to get over to get a look into 
the latter and was . promptly 
told they were not as good be- 
cause the families did ont have 
separate entrances. I realized 
that several families probably 
lived in the same room, for 
there seemed to be a good many 
people pouring out of these 
houses. 

The new house had a good- 
sized plot of ground around it, 
which was surrounded by a 
fence, The house consisted of a 
little entry which held for the 
most part winter shoes and win- 
ter coats hanging on nails along 


the wall. Then down a little 
corridor on the left there was 
a small kitchen. This not only 
had the traditional wood stove, 
but there was a one-plate elec- 
tric burner. 


Overcrowded Room. 


Our hostess, who was one of 
the workers with the dairy cat- 
tle, took us into the one other 
room of the cottage. A dining 
table stood in the middle of it, 
with some chairs around it. 
There were two beds on opposite 
walls and one sofa bed on the 
third. Theer also was a TV set 
and a radio and one or two ex- 
tra chairs. The room was hor- 
ribly overcrowded, as you can 
imagine, and it evidently was 
used for sleeping, eating and 
living. 


I asked the woman whether 
she had running water in the 
house and was told “no,” but 
she did not have to carr it 
from too far away. By another 
year, she hoped, they would 
have it piped into the house. 
The house was immaculately 
clean, but they still had an out- 
side toilet. This woman earned 
800 rubles ($80) a month and 
her husband, who works in a 
factory nearby, made about 
1000 rubles ($100) a month. On 
the whole, they seemed fairly 
well off. 


collective farm in that all the 
employes on a state farm are 
paid a salary by the state. They 
are given a house and a small 
plot of land, which they culti- 
vate on their own. The man- 
ager of a state farm is ap- 
pointed by the state. Of course, 
|a state farmhand does not take 
_ the risk that a collective farmer 
does if the year is a poor one, 
| but a collective farmer, as you 
will see when I describe a col- 
lective farm, in a good year can 
‘raise his income considerably. 

When we went down to 
Tashkent, we visited a collec- 
tive farm, and there in Central 
Asia cotton was the main crop. 
The collective farm was called 
the Usbeckistan farm, and the 
financial organization was as 
follows: Seven per cent of the 
total made-on the farm goes to 
the government in payment of 
taxes; seven per cent is taken 
from the collective and is di- 
vided between capital reserve, 
hospital and welfare services, 
amortization and the individual 
incomes that go to the members 
of the collective. 

This particular farm, while 
it had cotton as its main crop, 
‘also had cattle for meat and 
for milk. It had 1160 houses 
and 1700 able people for work. 
Twelve different nationalities 
were represented in these fam- 
ilies. We were shown one of 


A state farm differs from athe old houses on ‘the farm as 
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well as one of the new ones. 
There was still no running wa- 
ter in the houses but there 
was electricity. 

The new house was shown 
with pride, and the woman of 
the house had collected, or 
made, innumerable quilts, which 
seem to be a mark of wealth. 
Each farmer annually received 
30 pounds of meat, a certain 
amount of grain, and 150 
pounds of potatoes. And he is 
allowed to plant and own the 
products from 0.15 hectares of 
land, and he can have one cow. 
He can sell on the free mar- 
ket whatever he does not need 
for his family. The cow's feed 
comes from the collective. 

The manager of the collec- 
tive farm is chosen by a board 
of directors. He acts as chair- 
man and after a year he re- 
ports on his work. If it is satis- 
factory, he is allowed to con- 
tinue. The board of directors 
is selected by the members of 
the collective and its size de- 
pends on the size of the farm. 


Cattle From Texas. 

One little item may be of in- 
terest to those Americans who 
know a brand of cow called 
Santa Gertrud, which comes 
from the King ranch in Texas. 
Some of these cows were sent 


—_——-- 


to the Soviet Union a few years 
ago and I was told they had dis- 
appeared and nobody knew 
what had happened to them:. 
When I asked about them at 
the Ministry of Agriculture, I 
discovered that they were liv- 
ing and thriving in the southern 
part of the Ukraine and that 
the minister himself took a spe- 
cial interest. in them. They as- 
sured me that the cows had had 
plenty of “little babies.” 

I think we have to realize 
that, just as we ourselves would 
show the best we have to for- 
eigners, these two farms were 
probably better than the avers 
age, perhaps even pilot projects, 
But the mere fact that they 
exist means that more and more 
will develop along the same 
lines. When things do well, it is 
safe to assume that they are 
going to be duplicated as quick- 
ly and as often as possible in 
the U.S.S R.

“Estimates of the new shows may vary, give or 
take a little depending on the person you're talking 
to and the network he’s identified with, but there 
can be no quarrel with the end result. The first un- 
qualified hit has yet to emerge from the crop of the 
new season's entries. .. .

EAR DR. STEINCROHN: My husband is 48 years old. 
D He has never had a coronary thrombosis but has suf- 

fered from angina pectoris for about two years. He 
goes to an excellent heart specialist, follows his directions 
on how to live, takes his medicine regularly—but he isn’t 
getting any better. 

He can’t seem to walk as far as he did two years ago 
without getting pain in his chest. I’ve been with him when 
his limit seemed to be about a block. He used to play 
golf but has had to give it wp. 

Dr. Steincrohn, what do you advise? Am I beihg silly 
and impatient by considering operation? Will medical 


treatment do just as well in the long run? Thanks a lot 
for your advice. MRS. K.F.

ANSWER: In my experience, the angina patient who 
seems to be getting more pain as the months go by is not 
reacting satisfactorily to medical treatment. His athero- 
schlerotic arteries are not forming sufficient collateral cir- 
culation ¢enough new blood vessels are not being formed to 
take over the job of the diseased arteries to bring in suffi- 
cient blood and oxygen). Often. increasing pain on exer- 
tion is a warning signal that a coronary thrombosis may. be 
in the offing. 

Therefore, under such conditions, I believe that you 
should ask your cardiologist about the advisability of calling 
in a heart surgeon to determine the indicated course of 
action. Between them they will come up with the answer. 
If the answer is yes, here is the improvement your husband 
can expect from operation.

DR. C. S. BECK (the originator of the famous Beck 
operation in coronary disease) and an associate Dr. B. L. 
Brofman recently reported in the “Annals of Internal 
Medicine” the results in 100 patients who hdd been studied 
six months to five years after the operation. 

Forty of these patients had no pain in the chest after 
surgery; 48 had less pain. Therefore, 88 per cent had 
improved definitely. Thirty-four patients were able to 
work without limiting their activities; and 56 were able 
to work with only moderate limitations. In other words, 
90 per cent could work better than before their operation. 

Drs. Beck and Brofman reported that not one patient 
died as a result of his heart operation, According to th 
doctors, “the, present operation is a simple one.” 

Of course, there are many anginal patients who im- 
prove, slowly but surely, on conservative medical treatment, 

I advise coronary patients who are having less pain on ac- 
tivity to continue giving medical treatment a chance. If, 
however, pains and chest constriction are becoming intensi- 
fied on less exertion, every patient should be evaluated for 
operation. Not all can safely undergo operation. For ex- 
ample, patients who already have congestive failure ana 
wlarged hearts. 
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Marriage Counselor on World Scale 
Dr. David R. Mace Says Family Pattern Is Changing, Not Breaking Down

ARRIAGE and family life 
Mere not breaking down in 

our time, as some gloomy 
people seem to suppose, Mar- 
riage and family life are chang- 
ing their nature from a rigid, 
authoritarian, patriarchal pat- 
tern into a more democrat re- 
lationship between husband, 
wife and family members, and 
the reason many marriages are 
getting into trouble is that we 
haven't had enough training for 
our new roles. 


“Marriage is going through 
a vast transition period and 
we're right in the thick of it,” 
says Dr. David R. Mace, British+ 
born, American-adopted author- 
ity on marriage counseling, “It’s 
happening all over the world, 
it’s not confined to any particu- 
lar human culture. Nothing can 


stop it; it’s got to happen. If - 


we can get hold of the situation, 
we'll have the prospect of far 
better family relationships and 
greater happiness and social 
stability than the world has ever 
known.” 


On leave of absence as pro- 
fessor of human relations at 
Drew University, Madison, N.J., 
Dr. Mace has spent three days 
in St. Louis as a guest of Dr. 

‘ to 


and pastoral counselors, He 
will conclude his visit with a 
dinner meeting at Grace Pres- 
byterian Church tonight where 
he will speak on “Marriage: The 
Art of Lasting Love.” 

A gentle mannered, modest, 
happily married family man, 
Dr. Mace has dedicated his 
professional life to marital 
problems ever since his days 
as a young Methodist minister 
in England when he found that 
much of the unhappiness that 
came to his attention dealt 
with marriage. 


“At that time, 25 years ago, 
there was no talk about family 
life,” he recalls. “I started to 
study it by going to the British 
Museum Library and getting 
every book written in the Eng- 
lish language on marriage.” 


+ * * 


Y 1938 there was a group 

of similar persons interested 

in the problem and by 1942 a 
program of family life education 
had been launched with Dr. 
Mace at the head. Then came 
World War II, with its disrup- 
tion of family life. ; 


“A cry went up that we ha 
te rehabilitate family life,” says 
Dr. Mace, “and people turned 
to our group which had not 
been taken very seriously. Sud- 
denly we had high level sup- 
port. In 1943 we opened the 
first marriage guidance cen- 
ter. At the end of seven years 
we had a nation-wide network 
of counseling service.” 


Eight years ago, Dr. Mace 
came to this country to teach. 
Since then he has made 30 
Atlantic crossings and done 
counseling and consultation 
work on five continents. This 
December he will return to 
England; then go to Africa, In- 
dia, Ceylon and Upper Thailand, 
where he will participate in a 
conference with representatives 
from 12 Asian countries.

a growing awareness of the 
need to strengthen and stabilize 
the vital fundamental unity of 
the family,” he says. 


While marriage problems are 
greater in the United States 
than in most countries (in St. 
Louis last year there was one 
divorce for every 2.3 mar- 
riages), this country is also 
“alert and alive in finding ways 
to deal with the problem,” Dr. 
Mace believes. 


Because of the complexity of 
independent governmental 
structures here, it is impossi- 
ble to set up such a centrally 
controlled counseling service as 
England has. AS a result, he 
notes that “some of the best 
counseling services—and some 
of the worst.” exist in this 
country. He is disinclined to 
blame any one factor of Amer- 
ican life — young marriages, 
working mothers, busy fathers 
— for marriage problems, On 
young marriages, he feels the 
young person often is unhappy 
at home and is someone who 
might not adapt well to mar- 
riage at any age. 

“Kids who marry very young 
are not typical,” he _ says. 
“They're already in trouble and 
when they’re married they’re 
still in trouble.” 

He thinks that mothers 
‘ghould not work during the 
first two years of a child’s life 
and that “working to provide 
more conveniences is a bad bar-

1. South bids four hearts, ex- 
pecting to take more tricks at 
hearts than at no-trump. He 
doesn’t make a stronger bid be- 
cause a slam is unlikely. 

2. South bids three diamonds. 
North is trying to compete for 
a part score and although it 
might be possible to defeat the 
vulnerable opponents by pass- 
ing, it is wiser to bid three dia- 
monds. 

3. South bids three spades.

Jolly Pajama Frolic 
N PRODUCING the hit stage musical comedy, “THE 
| rarama GAME,” for the screen, Warner Brothers has 
had common sense enough not to tamper with a good 
thing. The film, at the FOX THEATER, is a pretty faith- 
v fiy* ful rendition of the stage show, of course 
wy broadened in its scope; the only thing left 
S 


out at all is the burlesque ballet and the 
“Think of the Time I Save’ number. The 
result is a jolly, tuneful piece of merriment 
that is about as entertaining as you can get. 
The big star name that has been in- 
serted is that of Doris Day, who fits in 
perfectly, both vocally and in personality, as Babe Williams, 
the'spunky head of the union grievance committee, in the 
Sleeptite pajama factory. John Raitt of the original Broad- 
way cast plays Sid Sorokin, the factory superintendent, 
whose duties cause him to clash with Babe, but who is 
heavily smitten by her charms. Mr. Raitt’s personality is 
not the most positive in the world, but he’s adequate in 
the acting end of the role. His voice comes over beauti- 
fully, though, and, he is frequently singing—his “Hey, 
There!” is yo liked him. 

They've put a lot of people from the Broadway pro- 
duction in their original roles—Eddie Foy Jr., as the time 
expert, Carol Haney as Gladys, Reta Shaw as Mabel, the 
stout secretary, Thelma Pelish as Mae, the fat girl, Jack 
Straw, as Prez, the union head; Ralph Dunn as the owner 
(Foy, Miss Pelish and Dunn appeared in the Muny Opera- 
tion production in August, and Straw was in the road show 
at the American.) They are all very good in promoting 
the comic end of this very funny musical, although Miss 
Haney doesn’t photograph well, and I’ve seen a couple of 
ether chicks in her role whom I've liked better. Barbara 
Nichols is also thrown in to give it some sex and looks. 

This has a tumultuous spirit and verve. Nothing ever 
lags in the screen play which George Abbott and Richard 
Bissell did from their own musical comedy. The songs 
by Richard Adler and Jerry Ross are little gems, each 
fitted perfectly to the occasion—‘“Hey, There!” and “Her- 
nando’s Hideaway,” everyone knows, but other good ones 
are “Once a Year Day,” “Small Talk,” “There Once Was 
a Man,” “I’m Not at All in Love,” and the explosive “7% 
Cents” which proves what wealth a seven-and-a-half-cent 
an hour raise will do for a man or girl in 10 or 20 years. 
Director Stanley Donen, a good man at putting on dances, 
has provided a naturelistic scene for his acrobatic antics 
at the company picnic, taking them all at a park, and even 
having a lot of people roll down hill in their exuberance. 
The opening “Racing With the Clock” song, led by Foy, 
is given an ultimate twist with trick photography. This 
one is great entertainment. 


Sod Comedian 


Acting on the axiom that every clown hides a broken 
heart, Paramount has given us the story of Joe E. Lewis, 
the night-club comedian, in “THE JOKER IS WILD,” open- 
ing this afternoon at the ST. LOUIS. Frank Sinatra plays 
Lewis, who is very famous at the big 
pight spots, but not too well known to 
the country at large, as he hasn’t been 
seen on TV or the movies that I know of. 
It’s an exceedingly well-made picture in 
black and white VistaVision. Mr. Sinatra 
gives us a good portrait of a brooding, 
neurotic man whose singing voice was de- 
stroyed in a beating and knifing by Chicago gangsters back 
in the prohibition era, and who has been hitting the bottle 
so much since he’s made it a standard part of his act. 

The trouble is, he hasn't given us a picture of Joe E. 
Lewis. Whatever his losses in love or at the racetrack, 
doe always presented a charming, boozy clown under the 
night-club spotlight. He is always the epitome of the 
merry rogue. He always looks as if he’s having a wonder- 
ful time, and always gets the audience, as he quaffs his 
highballs, indulges in his smoky humor and sings his rau- 
cous songs, into going on his spree with him. Sinatra 
is just the opposite. He just seems unhappy and bitter 
when he’s supposed to be funny. He's a scintillating enter- 
tainer at putting over a song, and a good actor; but he isn't 
a comedian. Someone like Red Skelton would have been 
better for this role. 

Jeanne Crain is Joe's first love, a wealthy girl who 
follows him about on the circuit for two years but whom 
he never quite gets around to marrying—by the time he 
decides, she’s married someone else. Mitzi Gaynor is a 
lively chorus girl he does marry, but whose busy movie 
eareer causes the marriage to flop. Eddie Albert is Joe's 
loyal pianist, and Jackie Coogan is another faithful friend. 


Cinerama in the Himalayas 

“SEARCH FOR PARADISE,” the fourth Cinerama pro- 
duction, now at the AMBASSADOR for an extended run, 
is a good deal more interesting in half its footage than its 
predecessor, “Seven Wonders of the World.” The three- 
eyed Cinerama takes us to more out of 
the way places, along the northern stretch 
of India. As long as it’s rushing us pell- 
mell over awesome Himalayan peaks, down 
the churning, angry Indus river, by jeep 
along perilous roads among the bleak 
brown mountains, or for a quaint gondola 
ride along the river Jhelum in the tranquil 
vale of Kashmir, it’s exciting, spectacular or charming. 
The camera was made for motion and gets its best effects 
that way. But when we go lengthily into details of a coro- 
nation ceremony in Nepal, to which Cinerama mogul Lowell 
Thomas was a special ambassador, we get into tedious trav- 
elogue. Things aren't livened, either, by Mr. Thomas's idea 
of eomedy relief—an Air Force major burdened with a 
sleepy sergeant. “Wake up, sergeant!” (“That guy will 
sleep anywhere,” says Lowell. “Heh, heh.”) At the begin- 
ning and the end of this are tacked on, for no good dra- 
matic reason, some good shots of American paratroopers 
jumping, and jets streaking across the sky. For those who 
don't mind the well-known Cinerama projection defects, 
still present, this has, for half its footage, some interest- 
ing stuff. 


A Young Cop Sees Life 

STREET OF SINNERS,” at the ORPHEUM, starts off 
with good intentions. It shows us a young patrolman 
(George Montgomery) starting off with righteous ideas on a 
beat which has long since been riddled with political cor- 
ruption, so that the local saloon”owner, a faithful replica 
of Rod Steiger and the Actor’s Studio style, runs every- 
thing, and is prepared to brush aside any puny cop. How- 
ever, it quickly disintegrates into routine melodrama and 
unrealistic situations—the boys who gang up on the cop 
come to admire him as a square guy, the feminine saloon 
lush falls for the cop, just before she jumps off a ledge, 
and the saloon waitress reforms overnight into a real nice 
girl. Something serious on this subject, of hymanity at its 
lowest level, as seén through the eyes of a humble cop, could 
have been devastating. This is merely artificial.

Grammatical Protocol at the

IRST LADY home from the 
F hospital.

“pretty good.” So ran the 
headlines over a newspaper 
story about Mrs. Eisenhower's 
return to the White House after 
her recent operation. “Don’t 
you think,” asks a reader, “that 
the First Lady could use better 
English than that? Don’t you 
agree that she should have said 
she was feeling ‘pretty well,’ 
rather than ‘pretty good?’ Aftér 
all, someone has to maintain 
our standards of grammar. How 
can we teach children right 
from wrong in matters of lan- 
guage when our leaders set such 
& bad example?”’ 

Well, I'd be the first to con- 
cede that some of our political 
leaders set a pretty poor exam- 
ple in the use of our mother 
tongue. One has only to scan 
the reams of turgid, redundant, 
bombastic gobbledegook  dis- 
gorged daily by the govern- 
ment’s multifarious press-rela- 
tions departments to realize that 
ofticial Washington has many 
sins of rhetoric to answer for. 

But Mrs. Eisenhower’s brief 
eff-the-cuff statement to re- 
porters is not one of them. The 
verb “to feel” is one of a large 
group known to grammarians 
as “linking verbs’ — that is, 
words with little meaning of 
their own, whose chief function 
is to link the subject with a 
predicate noun or adjective. 
Thus it is perfectly correct for 
Mrs. Eisenhower to say “I feel 
good,” since the predicate ad- 
jective (not adverb) modifies the 
subject “I.” 

All very well, you say. Does 
this mean that it would be 
wrong to say “I feel well?” Not 
at all. There is, however, a 
subtle difference in meaning be- 
tween the two sentences “I feel 
good” and “I feel well.” The 
former refers to one’s physical 
sensations, while the latter re- 
lates to one’s general condition 
of health—affirming that you 
are not ill. 

Care should be taken to avoid 
the use of “good” with nonlink- 
ing verbs, however. Such re- 
marks as “He fought good” and 
“She cooks good” are illiterate. 
Say rather: “He fought well” 
and “She cooks well.”
